_ A two-car accident on Rte. 2, Bethel, 
Saturday afternoon left two people 
hospitalized. It also halted what 
emergency personnel on the scene 
believed to have been a possible abduc- 
tion attempt. 

Injured in the accident were Cynthia 
Gotjen, of Bethel, and Hleena Grant, 9, 
of Houlton. Mrs, Gotjen was admitted to 
Stephens Memorial Hospital with a 
broken leg, while Eleena was also admit- 
ted, with a concussion. 

According to EMT’s at the scene of the 
accident, Eleéna and her sister, Cinda, 
8, were riding in a red pickup truck with 
their father, Paul Grant, of Barre, Vt. He 
had picked them up at their home in 
‘Houlton, where they lived with their 
mother. He was supposed to take them 
to Patten, tospend Christmas with their

Instead, they told EMT's and state 
police, he was taking them to Vermont, 

The accident occurred as Mr, Grant 
was heading south, towards Bethel, and 
‘was passing a tractor-trailer just as Mrs. 
Gotjen (also headed south, in front of the 
tractor-trailor) was turning left into her 
driveway. He plowed into the left side of 
Mrs. Gotjen’s Datsun. The crash sent the 
pickup rolling over into the ditch on the 
river side of Rte. 2, The vehicle came to 
rest upside down.

Release of. DOE’s list 
of potential waste sites 
delayed until Jan. 16 


Following a meeting in Denver, Colo., 
last week between Department of 
Energy officials and officials from the 17 
states being considered as potential sites 
for a second high-level nuclear waste 
repository, the DOE decided to postpone, 
once again, the announcement of the 
potential sites. The short list of 15-20 
potential sites, trimmed down from 236, 
will be issued Jan. 16, 1986. 

A DOE spokeswoman told The Citizen 
the delay came about because some state 
officials claimed they were not given suf- 
ficient time prior to the pending 
announcement. 

The short list of potential sites was 
originally supposed to be released last 
month. The date was then changed to this 
month, and then to Jan. 9. The 
spokeswoman said Jan. 16 seemed ac- 
ceptable to the state and federal officials 
at the Denver conference. 

Of the 236 areas in 17 states originally 
considered by the DOE asa possible se- 
cond repository for high-level nuclear 
waste, 32 are in Maine—six are in Oxford 
County.

PUC works out 
compromise on 
Contel rate hike 


Local fears about a whopping Contel 


_rate hike can be put to rest, temporarily 


at least, following a compromise work- 
ed out yesterday among the phone com- 


7 pany, the Public Utilities Commission 


and the public advocate. Instead of the 
52 percent rate increase asked for by 
Contel, the draft agreement grants the 
phone company just a 5 percent increase. 

PUC staffer Beth Nagusky told The 
Citizen this would amount to a 35 cent in- 
crease on the monthly phone bill of a 
residential customer in the Bethel area, 


- and a 75 cent increase on the menthly 


phone bill of a business customer in the 
Bethel area. “I guess we did some pret- 
ty good negotiating,” she-said. 

Had Contel’s original rate request been 
granted, the cost for a one-party residen- 
tial service in Oxford County would have 
gone from $8 per month to $12 per month, 
and the cost for one-party business ser- 
vice would have jumped from $15.15 per 
month to $23.10 per month. 

Public Advocate Joel Shifman, who at- 
tended the Nov. 6 public hearing in 
Bethel on the rate increase request, com- 
mented on the compromise agreement 
he helped fashion: “It’s a good deal.” 

The PUC will solicit opinions from in- 
tervenors in the rate case, Ms. Nagusky 
said, and will possibly hold another round 
of hearings. 

However, she noted, the draft agree- 
ment stipulates the final decision on the 
rate hike will be made on or before Jan. 
31, 1986. The new rates will go into effect 
Feb, 1. 

The rate hike, as proposed, would 
bring an additional $320,000 in annual 
revenues to the phone company, the 
PUC’s Nagusky said. 

Contel is Maine’s second-largest 
telephone company, It serves approx- 
imately 32,000 customers in roughily 160 
Mairie towns and plantations.

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Christmas is for children 


It’s not just because only children believe in Santa Claus that 
Christmas is known as a holiday for the kids. It’s also because the holi- 


day celebrates the birth of a child. 


It is children who have real faith, not just in miracles and Santa 


Clauses, but in human beings. 


It is for that reason that the story of Samantha Smith—Maine’s good- 
will ambassador to the Soviet Union—has special relevance at this 
season. (See Senator Mitchell’s article below.) For Samantha, the ques- 
tion of peace had to do with her child’s perception that people, na mat- 
ter what their ideology or nationality, were basically good and prefer- 


red to live at peace than at war. 


This is a much different starting point than the philosophical star- 
ting point of national leaders, who act as if they believe that people 
are basically bad, and if you don’t go around armed to the teeth 
someone, or some nation, will do you in. 

At this Christmas season, it is well to recall the birth, in Bethlehem, 
of a child who would preach that brotherhood counted for more than 
power. And it is well to recall the life of a child in Maine, who acted 


on that belief.

When she was 10 years old, Samantha 
Smith sat down and wrote.a letter to: 
“The Soviet Leader at the Kremlin in 
Moscow.” Her letter to then-Premier An- 
dropov asked, very straightforwardly, 
“Are you going to vote to have a war or 
not? If you aren't, please tell me how you 
are going to help to not have a war.” 

Hers was an innocent question, posed 
by a bright and eager young mind. 
Though she was worried about the pro- 
spects of a war, and about the answers 
the leaders might give her about the 
future, she was unafraid to try to 
understand. 

At Premier Andropov’s invitation, 
Samantha spent two weeks in the Soviet 
Union in July of 1983. Her visit was a 
symbol of goodwill and hope between the 
two nations, 

When Samantha Smith and her father 
died last August, in a plane crash in 
Maine, their deaths were mourned in 
both the United States. and the Soviet 
Union. 

Last month, President Reagan and 
General Secretary Gorbachev held their 
summit meeting on the subject of arms 
control. While all eyes were turned to 
their discussions, many of us also 
remembered the simple, personal 
gesture of Samantha Smith and her con- 
tribution to achieving peace. 

Both leaders recognize the importance 
of such personal contact. to stabilizing 
relations between our two countries. To 
this end, they announced plans to pro- 
mote educational and cultural exchanges 


between the United States and the Soviet 
Union. As the 18th century man of letters, 
Dr, Samuel Johnson, once stated, “The 
use of travel is that it shows the world 
as it is, not as we imagine it to be.” 

Recently, I introduced legislation, co- 
sponsored by Sen, Cohen, to establish a 
Samantha Smith Memorial Exchange 
Program. It is the aim of this program 
to establish student exchanges between 
the United States and the Soviet Union. 
Current opportunities for study between 
these two countries is primarily focused 
(both in terms of programs existing and 
financial aid available) on the doctoral 
level of study, This program would filla 
great need at the undergraduate level, 
allowing many more students under the 
age of 21 to live and learn in Soviet, and 
American, institutions, 

Last month I met with two young 
members of the Maine Peace Mission. 
Their concerns about peace are familiar 
ones, and ones which many youths in the 
Soviet Union share. An exchange pro- 
gram such as the one I have proposed 
would allow interested students from 
both nations to see for themselvyes—just 
as Samantha did. 

Whether they spend six weeks, six 
months or a year at a foreign institution, 
the students involved would receive as 
much of an education outside as inside 
the classroom. Taking courses, going to 
museums and cultural events, living in 
dormitories with Soviet students—this is 
the kind of background that most effec- 
tively builds bridges of insight and 
understanding and genuine friendship.

The Maine State Police advise a 
number of steps for safer winter driving, 
“Reduced visibility and inadequate trac- 
tion provide the most trouble for drivers 
during this time of year,” said Col, Allan 
H. Weeks, chief of the Maine State 
Police. 

Col. Weeks listed the following steps to 
safer winter driving: 

~ Amotorist should get the feel of the 
road with the vehicle when starting out, 
or when conditions change. This is done 
by accelerating carefully to see if the 
wheels spin, or by braking gently to see 
is the vehicle slides, After finding the 
skid point, reduce speed and extend 
following distance accordingly. 

Note how the brakes operate, Water, 
overnight moisture, or the need for ad- 
justment can cause slipping, grabbing 
brakes that can result in loss-of control. 

~ Increase following distances when 
conditions deteriorate; pump the brakes 
to slow or stop; use snow tires with good 
treads; and keep the windshield and win- 
dows clear, 

“In the event an unavoidable accident 
does occur, motorist and passenger(s) 
will be safer from injury if safety belts 
and harnesses provided for extra protec 
tion are used,” the state police chief said.

16 killed on state roads 

November found Maine suffering 16 
people killed on streets and highways, All 
were single-fatality accidents, Alcohol 
was involved in nine of the deaths, 

The Maine Highway Safety Committee 
report also showed that the total number 
of people killed for the year in highway 
crashes as of the end of last month was 
193, which compares favorably with last 
year’s 214 for the same period. The five- 
year average for the period is 203. 

All the deaths in November resulted 
from auto or truck crashes, Only one of 
those killed was wearing a seatbelt, 

The acting chairman of the committee, 
Commissioner Arthur A, Stilphen, of the 
Maine. Department of Public Safety, 
commented; “Dec, 15 to 21 [was] Na- 
tional Drunk and Drugged Driving 
Awareness Week, and Governor Brennan 
issued a proclamation declaring Maine's 
participation. 

‘T hope Maine citizens [joined] in 
observing this week by not driving after 
drinking too much, which will reduce 
highway fatalities substantially, 

‘T also hope they will extend that 
behavior through the coming holidays to 
make our highways safer for the 
thousands-who will be traveling to and 
from family gatherings. And, I hope they 
will all remember that safety belts are 
their only defense if an accident does oc- 
cur, increasing their chances of staying 
alive by at least 50 percent.”
